With British Thermal Unit as 
Standard—The Reasons

STATE HOUSE. Boston, July 12.—For 


the purpose of experimenting with the 
British system of thermal units, the 
Gtate board of gas and electric light 
' commissioners has exempted the Low- 


ell Gas Light company from the law 
"requiring gas companies to furnish at 
all times a gas of at least 16-candle 
power. 
The exemption is to continue 


'from July 1 to January 1 next. 


For several years it has become in- 


creasingly apparent that the candle- 
power test ot the quality o£ gas Is 
neither thoroughly 
satisfactory 
nor 


. Etrictly scientific, this being due large- 
ly to the increasing use of mantle 
' burners the efficiency of which de- 
pends upon the heat value of the gas, 
.rather than its illuminating power, so 
that the quality of the gas as ex- 


'. pressed In candle-power represents less 
and less the conditions generally en- 
countered in the use of the gas. 


Consequently the board, acting under 


, authority of the last legislature, has 
selected fifteen plants throughout the 
. state for experimentation 
with 
th 


British thermal unit-system, and also 
with a system which tho engineers of 
the board are at 
present devising, 


which will bo based upon a heat value 
standard. 


Discussing the matter today, Chair- 


man Weed of the commission said: 


"The commission through its Inspec- 


tors will keep in touch with the plants 
designated and, in addition to their 
own tests, dally reports wil be 
re- 


quired from the managers and chem- 
ists In charge of the works. 
It is 


also essential that the managers under- 
talte to make from time to time such 
reasonable changes In their method of 
production as the board may recom- 
mend. 
Carried out in the right spirit 


tho board believes that results maybe 
obtained which will not only enable It 
to act wisely in the determination of a 
calorific standard In accordance with 
the terms of tho act. but will be of 
value to the future development 
of 


the gas business. 


"It follows as a.-matter of course, if 


the candle-power .standard is suspend- 
ed and until a heat value standard 
has been determined as required'by the 
act, no penalty will result if this tenta- 
tive minimum is not maintained. But 
the companies will certainly appreciate 
that the whole value of this (inquiry, 
and its importance to the gas industry, 
will be seriously 'Impaired unless the 
utmost good faith and candor is ob- 
served by the managers of tho plants 
designated for such experimental pur-

• commissioners has exempted the Low- 


ell Gas Light company from the law 


' requiring gas companies to furnish at 


all times a gas of at least 16-candle 
power. 
The exemption is to continue 


tram July 1 to Januarv I next. 


For several years it has become In- 


creasingly apparent that the candle- 
power test of the quality of gas is 
neither thoroughly 
satisfactory 
nor 


strictly scientific, this being due large- 
ly to the increasing "so of mantle 
burners the 
efficiency of which de- 


pends upon the heat value of the gas. 
rather than Us Illuminating power, so 


' that the quality of the gas' as ex- 
' pressed In candle-power represents less 


and less the conditions sencrally en- 
countered In tho use of the gas. 


Consequently thft board, acting under 


authority of the last legislature, has 
; selected fifteen plants throughout the 


state for experimentation 
with 
the 


British thermal unit system, and also 
with a system which tho engineers of 
the board 
are 
at 
present 
devising 


which will be based upon a heat value 
standard. 


Discussing the matter today, Chair- 


man Weed of the commission said: 


"The commission through Its inspec-' 


ors will keep in touch with the plants 
designated and, in addition to their 
own tests, daily reports TV 11 be 
re- 


quired from the ijanagers and chem- 
sts in charge of; the works. 
It Is 


ilso essential that tho managers under- 
take to make from time to time such 
reasonable changes in their method of 
production as the board may recom- 
mend. 
Carried out In tho right spirit 


tho hoard believes that rcsuUs may bo 
obtained which will not only enable It 
to act wisely in the determination of a 
calorific standard in accordance with 
the terms of tho act, but will be of 
value to tho future development of 
the gas business.

the Americans and Mexicans 
Made Public 


DALLAS, Tex., July 12.—El Pueblo, 


official organ of the Carranza. govern- 
ment, In its issue of July 1. received 
here today, printed the official report 
en the rtght between 
Mexicans 
and 


American troops at Carrizal. 
The re- 


port comes from Lieut. Col. Cenovevo 
Rivas. who took command of the Mexi- 
can troops after Gen. Felix Gomez was 
killed. 
The report was made to Gen. 


Gonzalcs at Juarez and sent by him to 
Mexico City. It ,;aid in part; 


"I have the honor to 
report to you 


that on June 21. at 7 a. m., an Ameri- 
can force composed of SO or 100 men 
appeared here. 
By order of General 


Felix G. Gomez. I went out to confer 
with the commander of said force to 
learn the object of its presence. 
Ho 


said that he was looking for a gang 
of bandiis that were in this vicinity. 


"I told him there was no gang of 


bandits operating in this district. He 
(hen said that he was going to Villa 
Ahumada to look 
for a deserter, 
to 


which I replied that we had ordevs not 
to permit American troops to move m 
any direction except toward the north 


region, "ad- ,He replied that he had orders to so to 


Villa Ahumada and that ha would do 
;o regardless o* our bullets. 


"After I had reported thft result of 


he Interview, Gen. Gomez personally 
went to talk with the American com- 
mander and made Mm the proposition 
that he wait three or four hours urtlj 
the matter could be put befora the 
military commander at Juarez. 


"Tho haughty American commander 


replied that he did not want to lose 
more time and that he would 
pass 


over us. My general replied that if he 
(the 
American commander) thought 


he was able to do so. to try it. 


"Tho Americans opened fire at 
a 


distance of SO metres, to which 
our 


soldiers gallantly replied, joining the 
combat. 
The fight wss intense 
and 


lasted for four hours. 


"General Gonrjz having been killed

ated but a wicked place to pitch tents. 
We have to clear the ground of a. spe- 
cies of cactus called "Spanish bayo- 
nets," a long, spiky variety, and the 
ground is rocky and cement like, mak- 
ing it very diffcult to drive tent pegs. 
Between 11 a. m. and 3 p. m. we lay 
off and do no work on account of the 
heat. 


We will get our horses soon, as they 


have about 6.000 near at hand, and 
we will probably have first choice, as 
we are the first on the ground. 


All the men are In good condition. 


except a few who have been tempor- 
arily overcome by the heat. 


I will write you later when I have 


more time, and I can see how things 
are going to break here, but at pres- 
ent I have my hands full.
